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A MECHANICAL TRIUMPH,

———
Some Gossip about Machinery,

The rapid growth and development of our
country &n the Inat three-quarters of a century,
and the wonderful progress of our people in
the mechanic sris, have furnished an nuprece-
dented example of productive mdustry, and of
the creation and establishment of nll the oRean-
tial elements of a groat and increasing material
prosperity, The record of such progression may
properly be expected to show remarkable 11lus-
trations of national characteristics, of publie
ecconomy, and of iudividual genius and enter
prise. To trace the history of American manu-
factures and inventions would be a tusk of more
than ordinary interest, but our himited spuce
and our more limited knowledge tosbid an
atltempt.

We live in an age of machiners, The searcily
of native journeymen mechunies who Are cone-
tent to remain such, the uncertain supply of the
demand through the channel of immigrtion,
and, above all, the natural genius und lnventive
talent of our people, have nepessitated the per-
formance of much of the labor in our large
manufactories by rapldly runniog machinery,
The last thirty years have besn especially pro-
lific in labor-saving machines for the swift and
perfect performance of all kinds of manufac-
turing and farming work, und cven the simplo
duties of housekeeping, such as washing, baby-
tendwng, sewing, and au infinite variety of
culinary operations. In the short space of ten
years, between 1840 gpa 1860, the number ol
distinot inventions putented in the United States
was 61, and among these may be mentioned
two of the most important mechanical discove-
ries of the century—the mugnetie telezeaph and
the sewing machine,

No invention of asimilar laborsaving char-
woter ever resulted in the sume practical bene
iits to the people, or has come into such general
use as that wonderfully simple picce of mecha-
nlsm—the sewing machine, What could we do
without it? Where would we now find hands
enough to accomplish the labor which theso
busy little workers are doing? These are ques-
tlons which determine the usefulness of an in-
vention, and by thom we may guage the im.
portance of sewing machies. The history of the
discovery is full ¢t interest, being another in.
stance ol the slmost invamable rule that those
oniversal geninses who conceive brilliant ideas
#nd muake grand discoveries and 1nven-
tions, seldom derive the benefit of them.
As early as 1836 an ingesious and prolific
nvenlor, named Wilham Hunt, o1 New
York, invented the first machine that wag of
any practical value for performing the ordinary
work ol family sewing. Being of a rather indo-
lent disposition, and disinelined to undertake
the labor of introducing so novel an invention
into general use, he neglected to patent his dis-
oovery, and sold the right to manufacture such
machines to o Mr. Arrowsmith, who, bowever,
neglected to test the practical value of his pur
chase, or to secure it by a patent. Thnis was
not the first sewing machine invented, for many
years before machines had been used in Bne-
land and France to stitch the maker's name on
cloths; but the improvements and discoveries
of Mr. Hunt first made it of any practical value
for the accomplishment of ordinary shop and
household needlework.

Six years elapsed before any turther action
was taken towards the introduction of sewing
machines, and then, on the 22th of February,
1842, tue Hrst Amencan patent was granted to
Johu J. Greenough, of Washingion, This ma-
chine was a coriosity, making what i8 called the
through-and-through stitei, the needle boing
pointed at both ends, with an eye in the middie,
and drawn back and forth throush the cloth by
un arrsngement of pincers, Only the model of
thiz machine was made, however, and it never
came into general use.

The vext recorded attempt at sn application
of the ide a was made and patonted by Benjamin
W. Bean, of New York. His muchine required
that the cloth should be laid in plaits or folds,
through which a long needle was driven, form.
ing & sort of running or busting stitch. Thiz
machine shared the fote of Mr. Greenough's
patent, and soon pussed into disuze or obliviun
In the same year (1844) a sewing wachine wus
patented by George R. Corlics, of Greemwich
New York, but no one scems to kuow much
about it—an evidence that its practical valu
was small. These abortive altempts had the
effect, bowever, of calling the attention of in
ventors to the subject of sewing machines, and
on the 10th of SBeptember, 1846, Elins Howe, Jr,
of Cambridge, Massachusetts, patenwed the firs
sewing machine at all B.dllph.‘u o the genern)
use into which it was destined to come. The
main features o! this machine are similar to
those of nearly all the mare recent improve-
ments that have been made upon it, and as the
general principles ure familiar to nearly all of
our readers, we will not pause to deseribe them,

Althoveh to the inventor and to other think-
ing mechanics the practical yalue of this inven-
tion was apparent, people were shy of placing
confidence in so starthog an innovation, and no
capitalist could be found who was willing to
risk his money in an enterprise as hazardous as
the manufacture of sewing machines appeared
to be. Discouraged at home, My, Howe sought
the needed assistance in England; but, reeard-
ing the scheme a3 chimerical, and tresting the
project with even more skephiciom thau had
been expressed by bis own countrywen, the
Fogheh capitalists  sllowed  the patentee

to bring his muechine back to Ameriea, to
unccotplish which he was Oﬂllg‘i.‘d_ to work
wis passage on a salling wvessel, Unee more
in bis own country, Mr, Howe made another
effort W oblain the money necessary to the
munufatturing of his  machine, and his
persisteal and patient efforts  ar  last wet
with  the recognition und specess which
they deserved. Although the machine patented
by Mr, Howe wonid now be considered worth-
less if comipared with the more recent improve-
ments of Messrs, Groser & Baker, yot he stuuds
ut the door of the sewing-machine business, -
it were, sud levies a tux of one dollur gy each
tinished muchine in which the principles ne iy.
vented are vsed, A fortune closely “pproaching
two million dollars has thus been socnmulateg
by Mr. Howe—a very fair return, considering
the fact that the Howe machive has been lefy
sz behind by those whose subscquent tmprgve-
ments haye effected u revolution in the mungine-
ure of clotbing, shirts, caps, bools, shoesfem-
broklery, and houvsefarnishing woods. The

8ince the date of Mr. Howe's invention, some
three hundred improvements have been made
and patented, the most perfeot of which i the
